Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An Examiner's Amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 C.F.R. §1.312.

Amend claim 1 as follows: 

1 . (Amended) A control and power module (100) for a polyphase alternator- 
starter for a motor vehicle, connected to the phases of the alternator-starter (3) [,] and to 
the on-board network (Ua), and to a ground line (GND) of the vehicle, comprising: 

- a power unit (1 ) , which includes [including] a transistor bridge having a plurality of 
branches (B1 - B3), [and] 

- a control unit (50), 

characterized in that the transistors in common on a branch of the bridge are 
governed by corresponding drivers [a driver] (10, 20, 30) which are [is] located close to 
these transistors and are controlled by a management circuit (2), wherein said [and 
in that the] management circuit and said [the] drivers are part of said [the] control unit 

(50). 
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Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

5. Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Applicant(s) invention relates to an alternator controls, and more specifically, to a 
control system for an alternator used in a vehicle. 

The system has a power unit and a control unit, where control unit has a specific 
structure and configuration in order to provide a specified control functions to a bridge 
transistors by the corresponding drivers, as disclosed. 

There are inventions in the field that provide similar functionality and/or have 
similar features, as prior art of record shows. Applicant(s) invention differs from the 
prior art of record by the structural and control features of the alternator control unit, 
which is performing as disclosed and claimed, and which examiner's search failed to 
find.
